therefore, adopted the proceeding by 
information, subject, of Bourse, to mo- 
tion to Bet aside. I think we may claim to 
be here, without being exposed to the 
denunciations which we heard yesterday 
of having made an attack upon the pco- 
plo—of having undertaken to violate 
their dearest rights (Brady having sub- 
stituted himself in place of the people.) 
We have no desire, under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, to proceed outside of the 
general practice in criminal cases. We 
have no desire to avoid the grand jury, 
and we think we might just as well 
charge that the other side is seeking to 
avoid B petit jury as that they should 
charge that we are seeking to avoid a 
gra-nd jury. We have no desire to do 
it, except whero we can show cause why 
it should be done. I agree that under 
ordinary circumgtances and without 
good cause being shown, the proper and 
expedient way is to proceed before a 
grand jury. 


Colonel Bliss cited various acts to 


show that a prosecution had the right 
to proceed by information in criminal 
cases, and that it had been repeatedly 
recognized by congress, by authorizing 
criminal proceedings by "indictment or 
information." 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—A new meth- 


od of mutilating silver currency is be- 
ing employed by numbers of patent 
medicine venders and others to adver- 
tise their ^oods and wares. Of late 
large numbers of coins have Lccn re- 
ceived at the treasury which arc stamped 
on one side with advertisements. The 
stamps used aro some sort of a die 
which cuts letters and words into the 
coin. In most instances the name of 
the owner of the article advertised is 
not cut on the coin, but the advertise- 
ment simply recommends a certain nos- 
trum or article. As the coin is stamped 
only on one side, it can be passed very 
readily, exposing only the perfect side. 
This is a mutilation of currency and a 
violation of the law. The secret serv- 
ice has been directed to investigate 
this, and hunt out and prosecute the 
offenders. 


Large numbers of cases of violation 
: the law prohibiting traffic in postage 
tamps are now receiving the attention 
rthe postoffice department, and special 
;cnts are hunting up offending poet- 
lastcrs all over the country. Post- 


masters are forbidden to sell stamps 
zcept to the locality to which their 
dices belong, but many of them violate 
bis law. One postmaster at a small 
illage in Virginia has made a profit of 
early $500 in the last few months 
elling stamps to Baltimore merchants 
110 per cent, discount. The postal 
nthorities say they are determined to 
ircak up this traffic. 


The order of the war department in 


escindiog its order for a court-martial 
to try Mason for an attempt on Gruit- 
eau's life, baa caused considerable com- 
ment, some intimating that its purpose 
was to let Mason off without trial. 
At 


he war department the officers eay that 
evidence going to show that Mason is 
really insane has been submitted. Upon 
receiving this, the department recalled 
ta order for a court-martial, and direct- 
id that Mason be placed undei medical 
surveillance, with a view of atcertaio- 
ng whether or not he is insane. He is 
now in charge of surgeons at the arse- 
nal, who are keeping a close watch upon 
lim. If they report bin. insane, be will 
» sent to the government asylum with- 
out trial, but if they report him sane, 
another court martial will be ordered 
to try him. 


Russia has paid a visit to the old Kaiser 
of Germany ; King Alphonso, of Spain, 
has traveled to see Doni Luis, of Port- 
ugal ; King Humbert, of Italy, with his 
royal spouse, has been at Vienna to call 
on the Kmpcror Joseph of Austria ; 
and Kmpcror Joseph, in his turn, has 
arranged to go and fraternize with Czar 
Alexander.
